Joint forces drug bust 


Bradford - Co-opera¬ 
tion between South Sira- 
coe and York Regional Police 
has resulted in charges for 
a group of area residents. 
On Wednesday, July 15, offic¬ 
ers from the York Regional 
Police-Drugs and Vice unit, 
along with South Simcoe 
Police's Street Crime Unit con- 

ford. In the evening, two men 
were seen leaving a known 
drug house in Bradford. They 
were followed to Newmar¬ 
ket where they were arrested. 
Two 37-year-old Bradford res¬ 
idents were charged by York 
Regional Police with Posses¬ 
sion of Cocaine For The Pur¬ 
pose of Trafficking. 

A short while later, four 
other suspects left the same 
address and were stopped in 
Bradford. All were arrested 
and numerous drugs were 
confiscated, with a street 
value of approximately $2000. 
Among the charges: 


A 52-year-old Bradford 
woman was charged by York 
Regional Police with Traffick¬ 
ing in Cocaine, Possession 
for the Purpose of Trafficking 
and Possession of Cocaine. 

A 42-year-old Bradford 
man was charged by South 
Simcoe Police with Posses¬ 
sion of Cocaine. 

A 39-year-old Bradford 
woman was charged by South 
Simcoe Police with Posses¬ 
sion of Cocaine. 

A 51-year-old Bradford 
woman was charged by South 
Simcoe Police with Posses¬ 
sion of Hydromorphone, Pos¬ 
session of Oxycodone and 
Possession of Cocaine. 

All South Simcoe charges 
will be in court on August 27. 

On Wednesday, July 15, a 
woman from Innisfil reported 
an internet fraud to South 
Simcoe Police. She told offic¬ 
ers that a “pop up” appeared 

to be from Microsoft, notify¬ 


ing her of a virus. She called 

was convinced by the tech¬ 
nician to provide her credit 
card number to pay for the 
removal of the virus. She 
became suspicious, and hung 
up the phone. After speaking 
with her husband, she real¬ 
ized she had been the victim 
of a fraud. She called her bank 
and cancelled her credit card 
before losing any money. 

South Simcoe Police urge 
the public to educate them¬ 
selves about fraud. Legiti¬ 
mate companies never spon¬ 
taneously contact custom¬ 
ers. Never give out banking 
information over the phone. 
Always obtain a callback 
number and satisfy yourself of 
the identity of any caller. For 
more information on fraud 
and the internet, go to the 
Canadian Anti-Fraud Cen¬ 
tre website, www. antifraud- 
centre-centreantifraude.ca/ 
index-eng.htm.

research, and help cancer 
patients out of the prison of 
illness - and I was going to 
ask for sponsorship from the 
community. 

Then, I received an email 
from a Bradford resident, 
outraged that the fundraiser 
was, in their opinion, making 
light of incarceration - a 
heartbreaking issue for 
families dealing with the loss 
and stigma of having a loved 

There was also a suggestion 
that Jail 'n Bail is “politically 
incorrect” - an interesting 
comment, given last week’s 
editorial. 

Should the reader’s 
objections to a fundraising 


"Jail ‘n Bail” be given the same 
weight as objections to hateful 
or demeaning comments 
based on race, gender or 
sexual preference by persons 
in authority at institutions and 
campuses? Is Jail ‘n Bail in any 
way demeaning? Does it mock 
families with members behind 
bars? Trivialize incarceration? 
The intention, obviously, is 
not to harm, mock or demean 
anyone. The goal of the 
volunteers, who willingly give 
up their freedom for a brief 
time, is to raise money for the 
Canadian Cancer Society, and 
provide assistance to those 
in the community who are 
struggling with the impact of 

The resident compared Jail 
‘n Bail to trivializing domestic 
abuse, and even Ku Klux Klan 
lynchings and ISIL executions. 
We think that is extreme, even 
non-sensical - but then, we 
have no direct experience of 
the reader’s situation.

“Gilda’s Club offers a wide 
range of support groups, 
workshops, speakers, recre¬ 
ational and social activities, 
all free of charge for their 
members,” Garrett explains. 
“It’s not a club you particu- 

members are people who 
have been touched by can¬ 
cer. But the main premise of 
Gilda’s Club is that no one 
should face cancer alone - 
and since they do not receive 
on-going government fund¬ 
ing, Gilda’s Club depends on 
funding from individuals and 
businesses. I’m walking to

Her mother was diagnosed 
with breast cancer 30 years 
ago, and died of complica¬ 
tions of the disease; Gar¬ 
rett had watched her painful 
deterioration. 

“I always thought that I’m 
not going to go through that 
journey. That was my moth¬ 
er’s journey,” she says - but

This won’t be the first time 
that Garrett has gone “walk¬ 
about” - an Australian abo¬ 
riginal term for a spiritual 
journey, alone in the bush, 
walking in the footsteps of 
the ancestors. In 2006, she 
walked the 760 km Camino 
de Santiago in northern 
Spain, raising money and 
awareness of the plight of 
women and children traf¬ 


ficked in the sex trade. 

This time, her new "pilgrim¬ 
age” will connect regional can¬ 
cer care centres in Ontario. 

“Since this walk is about 
raising awareness as well as 
funds, I’m hoping to have the 
opportunity to share informa¬ 
tion about Gilda’s Club with 
people I meet on my journev. 

ing the Camino, I've learned 
that spending day after day in 
solitude, just putting one foot 
in front of the other, can be 
profoundly spiritual.” 

Right now, she’s in training 
- walking 13 kilometres each 
morning, before the day gets 
too hot. Once she starts her 
walkabout, she plans to cover 
20-25 km each day, with fre¬ 
quent breaks, “based on 
weather, terrain, and body.” 
On Aug. 1, Garrett begins the 
first leg of her journey, a 233- 
km walk from Collingwood 
to the London Regional Can¬ 
cer Program, arriving August 
11. From London, Garrett will 
walk 189 km to the Princess 
Margaret Cancer Centre in 
Toronto and Gilda's Club in 


her up Yonge St. to the Sim¬ 
coe Muskoka Regional Can¬ 
cer Centre at Royal Victoria 
Hospital in Barrie, ending the 
journey at Gilda’s Club Sim¬ 
coe Muskoka on August 26. 
She will be passing through 
Bradford, Aug. 24-25, and 
Innisfil on August 25.

Music is Jobee Nelson’s life. 

She started piano lessons 
at the age of 5, has studied 
flute and clarinet, and for 
seven years, taught piano at 
the Ontario Conservatory of 
Music in Toronto.
